i first skirmish with federal troops, 
but fearing air raids which already 
have taken their toll, revolutionary 
forces prepared today to defend the 
city on all sides.

routed two federal columns at San 
Pedro, less than fifty miles east of 
here, eysterday, were massed on 
two railroad lines to stop the gov- 
ernment forjt-s. One line was from 
Canitas on the south and the other 
from Durango on the southwest. 


The San Pedro 
battle followed 


week-end air raids on Torreon by a 
government squadron that resulted 
in Injury and death to several per- 
sons. 
One aviat" was

down by rebel guns. 


General .Rual Madero led the re- 


bels in their victory at San Pedro. 
The rebels said they attacked the 
federal 
columns 
under 
General 


Juan Andreu Almazan and Eulogio 
Ortiz as they approached the city 
on two railroad lines. The main 
body of rebels attacked from the 
front while 1800 cavalry men and 
600 infantrymen who had been sta- 
tioned in the woods several miles 
away swept clown and engaged fed- 
eral troops from the rear. Federals 
said more than 200 men were kill- 
ed. 


Kebels Capture Many. 


Revolutionists reported they cap- 


tured seven trains, 1,200 prisoners 
and "several" airplanes.

—Fish .are biting in East Texas 
and there pro many anglers on the 
banks of the streams <aml lakes 
and many cars on the hiehways 
headed for that section. While It 
is closed season for :nany kinds 
of fish there arc enough of other 
kinds to kepp (ho fishermen busy. 


This section has no 'larr" fivers 


but there are many (small rivers 
and n larger number of creeks *nd 
small branches. Many of these ire 
fed by never failing springs and 
the waters are fresh and pure. 
During the rainy season they nre 
frequently 
overflowed 
and 
the 


fish are scattered from one end 
of the stream to the other. 


In addition to the stream there

Brewton, Ala., was under water

BOYS OF INSTITUTION BEING 
TAUGHT TO MAKE MANY 


ARTICLES THERE 


Some exceptionally fine work Is 


being done in the manual training 
department of the State Home un- 
der the direction of Prof. Aubrey 
Wilson, instructor. 


The manual training 
plant is 


housed In 
a commodious brick 


building on the campus and Is 
modernly equipped In every parti- 
cular. Practically all of the ma- 
chinery is driven by electricity and 
is equipped with safety devices, re- 
ducing the possibility of an acci- 
dent to a minimum. 


Thorough Instruction is given the 


students In the operation of t) j 
machines, In the fundamentals of 
the different kinds of work that 
is done In the shop and the various 
kinds of woods and their uses are 
also explained. 


In the jlant one finds a jointer 


machine that is electrically driven 
and Is capable of cutting almost 
any kind of a joint; a surfacer, one 
of the largest in this section of the 
state, It being adjustable to vari- 
ous sizes up to 24 by S Inches; a 
universal saw that Is adjustable to 
any angle; a miter box that was 
made In the shop; a 
mortlcer; 


turning lathe that Is capable ol 
turning out the finest of work; a 
grinder for sharpening 
different 


tools; a band saw; an automatic 
saw file and numerous other ma- 
chines for different work as well as 
hand Implements of all kinds. 


Many Woods Are Shown 


In addition to all the machinery 


and tools on* finds, in 
the shop 


there are samples of 28 woods that 
are used in constructing every- 
thing from the finest of cabinets 
to a house. Demonstration of the 
different uses of the woods are 
made and also the best varnishes 
and paints for a particular kind of 
wpod. One of the most interesting 
of the various kinds of wood ex- 
hibited In the plant Is some Texas 
Ebony, known as iron wood on ac- 
count of Its hardness and weight, 
It is exceptionally hard and heavy 
and Is unusually smooth, When it 
Is polished but not varnished It Is 
almost aa slick as ice. 


There 
are 
over 
300 different 


kinds and sizes of nails on exhibit 
in the shop. 
Various kinds of 


glue are also found. 


Shingles, roofing and substitutes 


for wood as also kept in stock. 
Practical experiments are made 
dally in the plant and model houses 
are designed and constructed. In 
;he construction 
of the 
model 


houses every Joint used In the 
carpenter's trade Is made. 


Various Articles Made. 
Desks, tables, 
chests, cabinets, 
chairs, camp stools, picture frames, 
medicine cabinets, ironing boards, 
trellis, work tables and numerous 
other things are made by the class. 
Furniture is also repaired. 
One of the most useful articles 
that has been made in the plant is 
a chicken brooder which is being 
used in tha Home hatchery. It was 
designed Ad made in the plant and 
s said to be the most successful 
one that 'has been in operation in 
ho hatchery. 
It is so designed 
that It occupies very little 
space 


and yet holds several hundred little 
chickens. A unique but most suc- 
cessful warming 
arrangement is 


one of the features of the brooder. 


The class Is taking more interest 
In the manual training work than 
is usually exhibited in the work at 
the Home. Mr. Wilson said, and he 
is enthusiastic about the future of 
the manual training plant at the 
institution. 


In addition to his work as 
a 


manual training and other school 
work, Mr. Wilson has for a number 
of years, been interested In collect- 
ing Indian relics, and he has an un- 
usually large and interesting collec- 
tion. In the collection are some ex- 
ceptionally fine specimens of 
ar- 


row heads, a tommyhawk and other 
relics.
